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Vance urges Palestinians 
to seize peace opportunity 


UNITED NATIONS. Sept, 
29 (A P) — U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance assured the 
world co mmuni ty Friday that 
the Palestinians gained “a so- 
lid Start” toward di gnity and 
freedom in the Camp David 
summit agreements 

Vance’s remarks followed a 
press conference Thursday 
night by President Carter 
in which he said that Egypt 
and Israel have been shown a 
clear path towards a quick 
peace treaty as a result of Is- 
rael’s vote to withdraw sett- 
lers from Sin&i, . ..... 

Vance called for economic 
support in dev elop ing the 
West of Jordan and 

Gaza, where more than one 
million Palestinians are pro* 


mised civil self-rule, and in 
resettling others there. 

Speaking for the Carter ad- 
ministration, Vance said: “We 
are determined to achieve a 
fair and just settlement of the 
Middle East question In afl 
its parts, and we hope the 
Palestinian people will mod 
tins historic opportunity/* 
There was no explicit pro-* 
mise in Vance’s speech of 
eventual statehood for the Pa- 
lestinians who have lived under 
Israeli military occupation or 
t he two million othcrff. putside 
the. occupied. West &&& and 
Gaza Strip, ' ' ' *' 

A high-level U.S, official, 
briefing reporters on die 
speech, said the Camp David 
accords left that issue to ne- 


U:S. economic aid 
to Syria restored 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 
(R) — A congressional com- 
mittee comprising members of 
the House of Representatives 
and the Senate has restored S90 
miBion in economic aid to Sy- 
ria that had earlier been de- 
leted by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

The action was taken amid 
heavy pressure by the Carter 
administration as the commit- 
tee agreed on a compromise 
version of aid bills for the year 
starting Oct L passed earlier 
by the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

The Senate had voted the 
full S90 million for Syria, al- 
though several members ex- 
pressed concern at Syria’s re- 
jection of the Camp David 
summit accords on the Mid- 
dle East. The house had ear- 
lier deleted the money because 
of attacks by Syrian troops on 
Rightists in Lebanon. 

The S9.1 billion bill must 
now go back to both cham- 
bers for routine approval be- 
fore being scot to President 
Carter for signature. 

Nearly one third of the to- 
tal aid — S2.8 billion — is to 


go to Israel and three Arab 
countries. Israel’s supporters in 
Congress had opposed the Sy- 
rian aid and House members 
of the Senate-House Commit- 
tee had sought to cut it to 560 
million. 

But administration officials, 
including Vice President Mon- 
dale and the president's natio- 
nal security adviser, Zbigniew 
Bxzezinski, pushed hard for 
tbe full amount 

The committee finally agreed 
to put the money back after 
adding language to the appro- 
priations bill stating that the 
president could use tbe money 
if it aided peace. 

Meanwhile, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Harold Saunders 
said Thursday the United Sta- 
tes has “a very civil relation- 
ship” with Syria which has 
rejected the Camp David ac- 
cords. 

He said Syrian President 
Hafez' Assad* in his talks with 
Secretary of State Cynis Van- 
ce last week, had made a very 
careful and “insightful” analy- 
sis of the accords and had pot 
.rejected them on ideological

Higher 
oil prices 

could be 
needed 

• OSLO, Sept. 29 (Agencies) 
— Two Arab oil officials have 
said that oil prices were too 
low — and one of them predict- 
ed a possible five per cent in- 
crease next year. 

Dr. Abdul Hadi Taber, gov- 
ernor of Saudi Arabia’s Gene- 
ral Petroleum and Minerals 
Organization (Petr am in), said 
Thursday in an interview re- 
corded here for Danish radio 
that the five per cent rise could 
be needed “in view of the 
world economic scene and 
other circumstances.” 

He said five per cent was his 
own personal judgment and 
not a statement of what would 
necessarily happen. 

Earlier Thursday Ali Attiga, 
secretary general of the 10- 
member Organization of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OAPEC), also warned that 
prices were far too low and 
said the next price rise may 
not be far away. 

Both men are in Oslo for a 
three-day seminar on develop- 
ment through cooperation bet- 
ween Scandinavia and the Arab 
world.

Carter acknowledged that 
he and Begin remained at 
odds over the Israeli leader’s 
pledge concerning freezing Je- 
wish settlements in the West 
Bank. But he M»n«i to mini- 
mize the significance of their 
differing interpretation ot 
what was agpeed to at Camp 
David. 

“It is just an honest diffe- 
rence of opinion, which I 
think win be resolved,” he 
said. 

Discussing he situation in 
Lebanon, Carter said a num- 
ber of nations have interests in 
seeing an end to the intwwt 
strife in Lebanon, including 
Israel, Egypt, Syria, Saadi 
Arabia and France, as well as 
the United States*

vid accords. 

The roving Ambassador hoped 
to meet later Friday with Pa- 
lestinians from the occupied 
Baltic of Jordan and the Gaza 
Strip.

A team of Israeli technicians, 
who will set up communica- 
tions between the two govern- 
ments in preparation for the 
talks, has been expected in tiie 
Egyptian capital ever since the 
Knesset voted early Thursday 
to approve the Camp David 
peace agreements. 

But the delegation has not 
yet arrived. 

Egyptian sources said the 
delay in setting a definite time 
and place for the start of ne- 
gotiations appeared to involve

VATICAN CITY, Sept. 29 
(Agencies) — Pope John Paul 
2 died of a heart attack Thurs- 
day night after one of the 
shortest pontificates ever. 

■His unexpected death stunn- 
ed the Roman Catholic Church, 
which he had led for only 33 
days since his election as the 
successor of Pope Paul VI, 
who died Aug. € at the age of 
80. 

John Paul, who chose his 
papal name as a symbol of his 
determination to follow the 
moderate reformist policies of 
Faul and his predecessor, John 
XXIII, had not time to make 
a real impact oa the church. 

The first alarm about the 
■Pope came when his private 
secretary did not find him in 
bis chapel praying at 5.30 sum. 
a s usual. 

The secretary went to his 
room where be discovered tbe 
Pope dead in bed with the light 
on. Doctors rushed to tbe room 
and said he bad died of a 
bean attack. 

■During tbe interregnum, the 
church will be run by the Vati- 
can Secretary of State, Cardi- 
-nal Jean Villot of France, and 
the College of Cardinals.

The bureau of the Socialist International, meeting under 
the chairmanship of Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kredsky, 
welcomed steps towards Middle East peace taken by Presi- 
-rU|pt Carter and the results of his summit meeting with Egyp-. 
f-;%kn Rresktent Anwar Sadat and -Israeli Prime Minister Me- 
nahem Begin. 

fix a unanimous resolution Thursday night the bureau . 
said: “It is now of the utmost importance to take further steps 
along the same track, towards a solution which requires a just 
solution of the Palestinian problem in all its aspects. 

‘The bureau urges all the parties involved to demonstrate 
their will for peace in the area. The process now started 
. should include the participation of Syria, Jordan and the 
representatives of the Palestinian people, according to the 
provisions and principles of United Nations Resolutions 242 
and 338.” 

Meanwhile Britain told Israel Thursday night die appro- 
val by the Knesset of the Camp David accords was a great 
step forward for peace. 

In a telegram to Begin, British Prime Minister James Cal- 
laghan said: “I congratulate you.... and your colleagues in die 
Knesset. for the historic derision that you have taken today. 

“You have conducted the negotiations with great skill 
and you haye today taken a great step forward for peace.” 

In Beirut Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat Thursday presid- 
ed over a meeting of the executive committee of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (FLO) to discuss the aftermath of the 
Camp David summit. 

The Palestine News Agency, Wafa, said the meeting also, 
discussed the resolutions of the “steadfastness” summit in 
Damascus.

The semi-official newspaper 
“Al-Ahram” said that Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat and Presi- 
dent Carter agreed in a tele- 
phone conversation Thursday 
that tbe talks should start Oct. 
U in Cairo at foreign ministers’ 
level. It said the United States 
would attend. 

“Al- Abram” added that these 
negotiations, which it describ- 
ed as preliminary, would be fol- 
lowed by detailed discussions 
elsewhere. Venues said to be 
under study included Suez, 
Ismai l ia, Rafah in the Sinai 
and Beersheba. 

The newspaper said that at 
these talks a political commit- 
tee would deal with tbe legal 
and procedural aspects of Is- 
raeli withdrawal while a mili- 
tary committee would tackle 
the military and practical is- 
sues. 

But another paper ‘ Al-Akh- 
bar”, said the talks would start 
next Wednesday in Ismailia. 
Thursday a senior foreign min- 
istry official gave that same 
date — Oct. 4. 

The mass circulation “Al- 
Gomhouria” also named Is- 
mailia as the venue but said the 
talks would start there in two 
weeks tttne. It reported that 
Defense Minister . Ezer Weiz- 
man would lead the Israeli de- 
legation. 

“Al-Ahram” said the Israeli 
communications team would 
arrive Friday headed by Col. 
Jacob - HechaL The colonel 
headed the Israeli military com- 
mittee at the time of its ex- 
pulsion from Egypt in July 
when it appeared no progress 
would be made on a Middle 
East settlement. 

A variety of practical prob- 
leans will face the negotiating 
teams including agreeing on the 
exact details of the first Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai — rough- 
ly to a line between El-Arish 
on the Mediterranean and Ras 
Muhammad on the Red Sea. 

They wifi .also have to agree 
on new positions for United 
Nations peacekeeping troops 


and U.S. early warning stations 
as well as the complex proce- 
dures for handing over to 
Egyptian authorities the towns 
and villages now being admin- 
istered by Israel. 

Another issue concerns the 
handing over of Israeli camps 
and other military installations 
— whether they are transferred 
intact, partially dismantled, or 
completely dismantled. 

There is also the question of 
handing over of Israeli camps 
other oil wells now being ex- 
ploited by Israel. Finally the 
negotiators will have to settle 
all the details of norma] rela- 
tions between the two coun- 
tries, among them use of >he 
Suez Canal, the setting u. 
customs posts and the gran tire 
of fishing rights. 

In Td Aviv Begin Friday 
put forward Israel’s ideas on 
where and when talks should 
start with Egypt during a meet- 
ing with Atherton. 

Details of the discussion 
were not revealed. Atherton 
simply told reporters the mat- 
ter had been talked about and 
that “the ways is now open for 
expeditious efforts to start the 
necessary negotiations for con- 
cluding a peace treaty.” 

Begin Thursday night skid he 
did not mmd starting the talks 
at Ismailia, but after a week 
they should transfer for a week 
to the southern Israeli town of 
Beersheba. 

The Israeli idea seemed to 
be for alternating the negotia- 
tions from place to place every 
week. 

“There must be mutuality," 
Begin said.

ADF, militias resume battle in Beirut 


Abu Mazen: Soviets 
promised aid to FLO 


BEIRUT, Sept. 29 (R) — A 
Palestinian leader Abu Mazen 
was Friday quoted as saying 
that the Soviet Union had pro- 
mised the Palestinian comman- 
do movement technical and mi- 
litary aid. 

“The Soviet Union promised 
us sophisticated technical help 
and military assistance,” Abu 
Mazen told tbe Paris-based 
Arabic weekly “An-Nahar.” 

Abu Mazen, a leader of the 
biggest Palestinian commando 
organization, Fetah, said the 
Soviet promise was made du- 
ring the first visit by a Fetah 
delegation to Moscow last Ju- 
ly. 


“They agreed for the first 
time to provide aid in kind to 
(Israeli) occupied territory, as 
well as agricultural, electrical, 
educational and medical eq- 
uipment” Abu Mazen said. 

He also said the Fetah dele- 
gation was “surprised to find 
that the Soviets were quite sat- 
isfied with our good 'relations 
with Saudi Arabia, and con- 
sidered we should be on good 
tMvn* with all the Arab states.” 

He added Saudi aid to the 
commando movement was three 
times as much as the combin- 
ed assistance of other Arab 
states. 


BEIRUT, Sept. 29 (Agencies) 
— Heavy fighting erupted anew 
in Beirut Friday, evening amidst 
reports that the capital’s south- 
eastern Christian suburb of 
•Hadath came completely under 
siege by Syrian troops of the 
Arab Deterrent Force (ADF). 

Thuds of heavy explosions 
were heard in the capital as 
spokesmen for right-wing mili- 
tias reported the 40,000 popu- 
lation- of Hadath completely 
cut off by tbe siege. 

A statement from former 
■President Camille Chamoun’s 
National Liberal Party (NLP) 
claimed that a Syrian force of 
4,000 troops and 40 tanks was 
poised to storm Hadath and 
appealed for universal interven- 
tion to rescue the neighbor- 
hood. 

independent witnesses report- 
ed they saw escalated Syrian, 
military preparations along all 
major approaches. to Hadath, a 
major stronghold of the NLP’s 
“Tigers” militia. 

‘Telephone communications 
with Hadath have been cut off 
by the surrounding Syrian for- 
ce,” said the NLP statement. 
“The neighborhood is without 
electricity, water or food.” 

If the Syrians overrun Ha- 
dath, the rightists would suffer 
a demoralizing blow that would, 
weaken their entire defenses in 
.the eastern sector of Beirut. 

Tbe fresh outbreak shattered . • 
a daylong lull that followed 36 
hours ot savage exchanges of 


heavy artillery, rockets and tank 
fire throughout the seven main 
rightist strongholds of the capi- 
tal 

Police reported a total of 13 
(Lebanese were killed and more 
than 100 wounded in tbe latest 
clashes. 

The Hadath siege appeared 
to be Syria's answer to a 24- 
hour ultimatum Chamoun ser- 
ved on President Elias Sarkis 
Thursday to reconsider a deci- 
sion to extend tbe mandate of 
the peacekeeping forces. 

Chamoun declared there 
would be a “popular uprising” 
unless tbe Syrians stopped 
shooting. 

The NLP leader is at the 
forefront of a mounting rignt- 
ist campaign for tbe 30,000- 
strong peace force to leave the 
country. 

The present six-month man- 
date of the force expires Oct. 
26, but President Sarkis said 
last week that the security situa- 
tion required its continued pre- 
sence. 

Pierre Gemayel, leader of the 
right-wing Phalangist Parly, 
told reporters Friday that Sar- 
kis should order the peacekeep- 
ing troops to leave areas where 
security was threatened. 

The government is theoreti- 
cally in control ot tbe Arab 
League force, which was set 
up m November 1976, to keep 
the peace in Lebanon follow- 
ing a 19-month civil war. 

After a lengthy meeting with 


Sarkis Thursday, the Phalangist 
leader said: “Why kid our- 
selves? The fact is that the 
president is issuing orders, and 
the orders are not being obey- 
ed. That is the core of the 
problem.” 

Rightist officials said refugees 
from the latest fighting were 
planning to stage a mass rally 
north ot Beirut Sunday to de- 
mand the withdrawal of the 
ADF. 

Syria and the rightists have 
repeatedly accused each other 
of trying to dominate the coun- 
try. and of provoking tbe re- 
current clashes which have de- 
vastated eastern areas of Beirui 
and northern Lebanon. 

Meanwhile Sarkis held ur- 
gent talks with Col- Sami al- 
Khatib. co mmander of the de* 
ujrfent force. An official an 1 


nouncement said they reviewed 
the security situation, but gaV©- 
no details of the t*lk« 

-In a related development, the 
Lebanese branch of the relief 
organization Caritas appealed 
Thursday for urgent aid for the. 
victims of strife in that coun- 
try. ' 

The Rev. Samir. Mazloom, 
head of Caritas in Lebanon, 
said in an appeal received in 
Rome that 5,000 persons need 
housing and 100,000 blankets 
In the next few weeks. 

■He said fighting in the last 
three- months claimed 500 civi- 
lian deaths and left 300,000 
homeless. 

“Would you .leave,” the ap- 
peal asked, “children, the aged, 
and women to become victims 
of tbe cold, hunger and. sick- 
ness?”

JEDDAH. Sept. 29 — The 
city of Jeddah, which up to 
1965 relied on brackish water 
from scattered wells and reset- 
voirs. will have 1S.S million 
gallons a day of desalinated 
water within a few months. 
"Okaz" newspaper reported last 
week. 

Seven new desalting units of 
3.5 million gallons capacity will 
be added to the Jeddah desali- 
nation system, and the Saline 
Water Conversion Corporathn 
even plans to supply Mecca 
from the plants. 

Ottoman 

Throughout its history, Jed- 
dah has been poorly supplied 
with water. It was not until the 
end of the 19th century that the 
city had a distribution system- 
The Ottoman government dug 
a canal from a spring at Wazi- 
riya. seven miles from Jeddah 
on the Mecca road. The canal 
covered a third of the distance 
and the canal head was con' 
nected to the town by clay 
pipeSi

Writing in “ALMedina,” 
Muhammad Salahuddin revie- 
wed the various and sometimes 
conflicting points of view of 
Israelis about the Camp David 
agreements. Israeli views ran- 
ged from full support via par- 
tial support to outright oppo- 
sition — as with Rakah Com- 
munist Party which considered 
them a conspiracy against the 
Palestinian people. 

The lesson was the atmos- 
phere of free expression and 
speech in Israel, even if criti- 
cisms are directed against the 
the government or the ruling 
party. 

“No Israeli citizen who oppo- 
ses government policy feels he 
might be risking his life or 
freedom just because he says 
something that the government 
might not like." he said. 

Nor was the Israeli oppo- 
sition denied expression. The 
citizen feels he belongs inti- 
mately to the body politic of 
his country, and obliged to 
participate more in its affairs. 

Salahuddin said that the con- 
trast between this state of af- 
fairs and that in the Arab 
world is sadly sharp. “Even 
our governments are not free 
to express their opinion as 


they wish without being ac- 
cused of treason or disloyally. 
Worse still is the fate of our 
parliaments, legislatures, press 
and citizens who might wish 
to express their opinion on 
significant issues in our lives.” 

It is a pity, he said, that we 
have discarded the principles 
of freedom inherent in the 
Sharia, which upholds indivi- 
dual liberties. Where our ene- 
mies hold to those principles, 
they can defeat us.

The city's two other sources of 
drinking water — wells sunk in 
the Maamar Mosque overlook- 
ing Qabul Street — could not 
cover local needs. 

In 1907, the Ottoman admin- 
istration imported a primitive 
seawater distillation plant and 
installed it on the Red Sea 
foreshore. 

Seawater 

With “Al-Kendassah". as the 
condenser was known locally. 
Jeddah became the first Mideast 
town to convert seawater tor 
drinking. But the condenser was 
plagued by technical problems. 

Coal to fuel the condenser 
had to be brought in by ship 
and during the First World 
War. supplies were diverted. 
Timber was used which serious- 
ly damaged the combustion 
chamber, and At-Kend&ssah 
finally gave up the ghost in 
1924. 

Breakdown 

Id 1928, three years after 
King Abdul Aziz’ conquest of 
the Hijaz. two new condensers 
were imported to provide 35 
ions of water daily. But with 
the city's population and the 
flow of pilgrims increasing 
every year, the two devices were 
constantly overstrained. One 
broke down at once and the 
oLher worked only intermittent- 
ly. 

In 1942, a technical mission 
from the United States prepared 
a survey of Jeddah's water re- 
sources and proposed bringing 
water from subterranean sour- 
ces in Wadi Fatima. 34 kilo- 
meters to the east. 

Water was to be collected 
from the six springs in the 
wadi, pumped to reservoirs and 
filtered at Abu Shu’aib. and car- 
ried in 12-inch pipes to a one 


million gallon reservoir nine 
miles from Jeddah on the 
Mecca road. 

Celebration 

In the end. the project cost 
52,137.000 and in 1947 when 
the first supplies of Wadi Fati- 
ma water reached Jeddah a 


major ceremony was held »n 
front of the city gate near the 
present site of the Foreign 
Ministry. Hundreds of teals 
were erected and thousands of 
citizens gathered to celebrate 
the event.

TUNIS, Sept. 29 (Rj - 
Seventy-six defense lawyers 
have staged a mass walkout as 
Tunisian trade union leaders 
went on trial for their lives, but 
tbe state security court issued 
a special order instructing 18 
of them to take pan in the 
trial. 

Thirty former officials of 
Tunisia's only trade union are 
accused of inciting riots and 
trying to overthrow the govern- 
ment during a general strike 
last January. At least 50 per- 
sons died in the January vio- 
lence. 

There were angry scenes 
Thursday morning when police 
barred relatives of the accused 
from an army barracks where 
the trial is being held. 

Police arrested 17 persons, in-

SALISBURY. Sept. 29 (Ag- 
encies) — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith did not rule out the 
possibility Friday despite the 
transition governments dec- 
lared go-it-alone policy, of 
fresh negotiations with exter- 
nally based black nationalist 
guerrilla leaders. 

Smith was addressing the 
last annual congress of his par- 
ty before next year's scheduled 
handover to black rule. Tbe 
Rhodesian Front swept to po- 
wer 16 years ago on a ticket 
of indefinite white rule. 

Some 500 delegates gave 

Smith a standing ovation 
Thursday as he arrived for 
what is almost certainly the 
last congress of his Rhodesian 
Front Party under its present 
'name and policies. 

The all-white party is sitting 
in closed session for its three- 
day annual congress, which 
this year will center on chan- 
ging the party’s platiorm — 
and possibly its. name — fol- 
Iqwing Smith’s March 3 agree- 
ment with black leaders sig- 
nalling the end of white rule. 

Smith told the delegates, it 
“would be enough to make 
any man sick" to confer again 
with Joshua Nkomo, whose 
guerrillas claimed they shot 
down a Rhodesian civilian air- 
liner Sept. 3. 

Releasing extracts of Smith’s 
address, party spokesman An- 
dre Holland, said Smith ad- 
ded, “If the day came when 
it appeared to be in the in- 
terests of all Rhodesians to 
meet these people (Nkomo and 
his guerrilla partner Robert 
Mugabe), , one would have to 
: &ssess the situation before one 
rejected it” 

Smith also criticized the Uni- 
ted States and Britain for what 
be considers their support of 
guerrillas while the bi racial 
transition government "is figh-

SALISBURY, Sept 
(Agencies) — Guerrillas 
bushed and killed a young 
Australian,- born nurse and 
four black security force men 
escorting her in a Rhodesian 
war zone. 

Jennifer Boyd, 34, from 
Melbourne, and her escorts 
were blasted by a landmine 
and then cut down by gunfire 
near Mrewa, about 50 miles 
from the Mozambique border 
yesterday. 

The death of Miss Boyd, 
who came here seven years 
ago lo work with African 
tribespeople, brought to' 150 
the number of white civilians 
killed in Rhodesia this year. 

“1 saw Jennifer’s body this 
afternoon," said Dr. West- 
water, head of medicine in 
Mushonaland province, “She 
was not killed by the land- 
mine, but was ridded with 
bullets.' 1 

Miss Boyd is the first white 
nurse to be killed in the six- 
year war. 

Miss Boyd was one of eight 
white state-employed nurses 
who travel through Mashona- 
land visiting clinics kept open 
by black medical assistants^. 

Wednesday's attack, was the 
first on one of their vehicle^ 


si: in their houses grinning 
while our bouse is on fire as a 
result of their uselessness " said 
Smith. 

But Smith made it dear he 
is pinning much hope on be- 
ing allowed into the United 
States with his black collea- 
gues.

Thursday delegates, packed 
into a suburban hall, stood in 
silent memory of some 6,000 
servicemen and white civilians 
killed so far in the six-year 
nationalist guerrilla war start- 
ed to dislodge Smith’s admi- 
nistration.

Gromyko also put stress on 
tbe Saturday meeting ax the 
White House: “These have not 
been our final discussions.

The latest spate of fighting in Lebanon again raises the 
old question: is it a separate incident or the final showdown? 
Many tunes in (tie past few months fighting erupted suddenly 
and stopped as suddenly. But since the Camp David summit, 
the Lebanese have been in agreement that its results will affect 
the future of the crisis in Lebanon. Opinions differ on how 
serious and what form this effect will have, but the Lebanese 
have been in agreement that jt will help to settle the crisis 
one way or the other. 

Now it appears that the Lebanese might have been right 
after all. At his press conference Thursday night. President 
Carter called for a new charter in Lebanon and supported the 
unity of the country, and indirectly, the Syrian role there. He 
also called for a conference of the. interested parties to find a 
way out. The U.S. president may want a Lebanese solution 
as the second step in his Middle Eastern diplomacy, in pre- 
paration for a third step involving Israel and the Eastern 
Front countries. 

If the president's brief remarks are to be seen as an indi- 
cation of things to come, die solution will strengthen the pre- 
sidency and the unity of Lebanon. The Syrian presence in 
the country will be phased out as the power of the -central 
government grows. The Carter administration has always sup- 
ported the Syrian role in Lebanon and the president's latest 
remarks have been true to form. The administration feels 
that without the overwhelming presence of the Syrian-domi- 
nated Arab Deterrent Force the country will collapse. It has 
taken the right-wing militias a long time to realize that the 
Syrians have not walked into Lebanon on their own but ra- 
ther in coordination with the Arab countries concerned and 
with the acquiescence of the big powers, including the U.S. 
and France. The militias have also gambled on Israeli support 
but this support has always been limited. Now that the 
Camp David conference has ended with an agreement bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel, the Israeli government will be less in- 
clined to support the rightists to the point of risking the ach- 
ievements of Camp David, whether through a hot confronta- 
tion with Syria or a diplomatic confrontation with the Carter 
achninistration. 

Against this political backdrop, fighting is resumed in 
and around Beirut. To answer our first question, it may be 
another short eruption. More likely this time, it signals the, 
beginning of the end of ohe Lebanese crisis. The political 
solution will not be put into action without first settling a few 
points of dispute, most important of which is who holds the 
upper hand in Lebanon. If (he militias are convinced that they 
cannot resist the deterrent force and that Israel — or the U.S. 
— will not come to their help, a great deal of unnecessary 
grief win have been averted. 

$ : gnificantly. President Carter has underlined his support 
for the unity of Lebanon and at the same time said that be 
and President Anwar Sadat and Israel’s Menabem Begin sup- 
port legitimacy in the country.

“The signing of the frame- 
work has a significance far be- 
yond the event. It signals the 
emergence of a new peace ini- 
tiative with the American na- 
tion at the heart of the pro- 
cess.” 

These words of Anwar Sadat 
spoken before the Congress of 
the United States were much 
■more than ceremonial pronoun- 
cements after a significant his- 
torical evenL If these were the 
only words of the Egyptian pre- 
sident .they would provide suf- 
ficient basis for understanding 
bis motivation for the final- 
hour concessions he made at 
Camp David. 

■Before the conference, Egypt 
had made it clear that no sepa- 
rate peace was possible and 
that total withdrawal was man- 
datory. After the conference, 
what amounts to a separate 
peace agreement chat made 
scant mention of the Palestin- 
ians was signed in exchange for 
jthe return of the Sinai. And the 
Israeli part of the bargain is 
iyet to be signed by the Knes- 
set. 

Primarily, however, Sadat 
gave up an essential connection 
between himself and his Arab 
neighbors that places him on 
an island set some great distan- 
ce from the Arab mainland. 

Eric Rouleau, a widely noted 
Middle East analyst currently 
with the Middle East institute 


of Washington, D.C.,.-fdc 1 that 
Sadat had given .up . on 
itwo basic issues: 1) he gave up 
|* “the principle that Begin had 
to admit that he would have to 
withdraw from all territories” 
and 2) “despite Sadat’s long- 
term insistence that Begin 
should either recognize the 
Palestinian's self-determination 
and/or admit that Israel would 
have to withdraw completely 
from the West Bank and Gaza,” 
Begin didn’t, according to Rou- 
leau, “do either." 

Most Arabists in Washington 
feel that Sadat has placed him- 
self dangerously apart from the 
Syrians, and from the Jordan- 
ians by virtue of granting Is- 
rael what it has wanted for the 
past 10 years — a separate 
peace with Egypt. This peace, if 
completed, makes war by Jor- 
jdau and Syria on Israel nearly 
'suicidal. And Camp David has 
placed Sadat further apart from 
the Palestinians than any other 
of his previous moderating poli- 
tical gestures. 

With all these concessions in 
mind. Rouleau suggested that 
“President Sadat has given up 
a lot, and much later on he 
will have some chances to ex- 
plain why he gave up so much.” 

Sadat is not a vague man. 
Nor is the situation all - that 
confusing. 

Sadat told the world what he 
wanted. . Quite apart from 
peace agreement which wouia 
be acceptable to all the parties, 
Sadat recognized the need for 


the United States to be a “MI 
partner.” 

All the allusions to a “return 
to the Kissenger step-by-step 
diplomacy” or that this is just 
another Sinai agreement miss 
this fundamental point: Sadat 
is convinced that, while full 
participation of the U.S. will 
not result in immediate satis- 
faction of ail Arab grievances 
toward the Israelis, time is on 
the side of the Arabs if the 
United States is at the heart 
of the process." 

Carter and Sadat knew that 
some part of the inducement 
would have to be given to the 
Israeli leader. They wanted, 
however, to get Begin to ad- 
mit, after 11 years, that the 
land Israel occupied in 1967 is 
not legally Israel’s. 

Admit it he did, and the pro- 
cess goes forward. The nearly 
immediate argument between 
Carter and Begin over the 
settlements shines light on the 
personal agreement between 
Carter and Sadat In fact, it 
points up what Sadat bought 
for his concessions: No let-up 
whatever in the process inau- 
guation of describing the hard- 
core reality behind the rhetoric 
of historic Zionism. 

Camp David was only 13 
days in a 19 month process that 
has scored more tangible re- 
suits than all such efforts of the 
past 22 years. It is in these hist 
tore terms that Camp David 
results should be judged.

The apparent end to the at-, 
tempi to reach an internatio- 
nally acceptable settlement, the 
subject of 16 months of nego- 
tiations between the Black Af- 
rican * front line" states, five 
leading Western powers and 
South Africa, rais.es several se- 
rious dangers. 

It can be expected that the 
U.N. Security Council will for- 
mally approve the independen- 
ce proposals drawn up by Sec- 
retary General Kurt Wald- 
heim. This might well be ac- 
compajeued by the threat of 


economic sanctions if South 
Africa refuses to comply and 
the Western powers will -ao 
longer be in a position to veto 
such drastic steps. 

The political and military 
consequences could also be far- 
reaching. The South African 
decision will infuriate the 
“front line” states — Angola, 
Zambia, Botswana, Mozambi- 
que a-id Tanzania. 

In recent months these states 
have been exerting heavy pres- 
sure on the Southwest Africa 
People's Organization, which 
has been fighting a guerrilla 
war against South African for- 
ces in the territory, to accept 
the U.N. proposals. They made 
it clear that if South Africa 
accepted the plan they would 
not allow SWAPO forces to 
operate from their countries. 

The five states, with their 
struggling economies, may now 


he reluctantly forced to conti- 
nue to back the SWAPO mili- 
tary onslaught on Namibia. 
This could only lead to an es- 
calation of the armed struggle 
in Southern Africa, something 
which both tbe West and the 
African states desperately wan- 
ted to avoid. 

The failure of the joint Af- 
■rican- Western venture to achie- 
ve a Namibia solution will on- 
ly be to tbe advantage of the 
Soviet Union and its allies, 
which have been pushed into 
the background in the past 
year. 

So far the West has succee- 
ded in outmaneuvering the 
Soviets on the Namibian is- 
sue. But a new Soviet-Cutoan 
initiative in Southern Africa, 
exploiting the African- Western 
setback, can be expected in the 
near future, something which is 
'also bound to crucially affect 
events m Rhodesia. 


That means that, as with the 
Americans in Vietnam, tens of 
thousands of South African 
troops wifi be committed to 
the defence of Namibia for 
years, if not for decades. 

The South African govern- 
ment has unilaterally called for 
elections because it claims that 
the U.N. proposals are deviat- 
ing from the Western plan, 
which it had accepted. This i« 
dearly not the case and it is 
obvious that South Africa has 
been looking for a long time 
for an excuse to g 0 jt alone. 

There are three reasons why 
the South African government 
has taken this dangerous gam- 
tie. First, it fears that SWAPO 
will win U.N.-comrolied elec- 
tions held over a period of 
seven months. The whole Sou- 
th African strategy of the last 
five years has been to keep 
out SWAPO at all costs and 
to establish a moderate govern- 


ment well disposed to Preto- 
ria. 

Secondly, it regards Na- 
mibia as an integral part of 
its strategy to survive the gro- 
wing international onslaught . 
The Grootfontein military base 
and the Capri vi Strip, pointing 
like a finger into the heart 
of Africa, are of vital strategic 
importance. 

Thirdly, il is believed — .. 
probably correctly — that 
sanctions against South Afri- 
ca are inevitable sooner or. 
later. The acceptance of the 
U.N. settlement plan and in- 
ternational cooperation on Na-. 
mrbia would not have gained 
one single day's respite. The 
argument thus goes that it is 
better to meet the sanctions 
threat as soon as possible in 
an attempt to prove to the 
international community that it 
wifi not be effective. —

introduction -ot new doses ot 
constitutional-cum-political re- 
forms, as envisaged in the 
Oban’s Liberalization plan, the 
political agitation in ihe name 
of civil liberties win now comt 
to an end and an atmosphere 
ot tranquility and peace will be 
restored. 

Iran is one of the few Mus- 
lim countries which has been 
continuously on the move in 
the recent years towards col- 
lective prosperity and greater 
economic good iof the people.

Tbe 
Shah is ready to relax press 
daws and grant other liberties 
and ensure free and fair elec- 
tions to tbe parliament in the 
hope of smooth democratiza- 
tion of the country. The new 
prime minister has already 
taken constructive measures to 
ban alcohol and bring law of 
die land in conformity with the 
Islamic injunctions. Steps are 
also underway to introduce re- 
forms in many other important 
sectors and wage a war aga- 
inst corruption. 

There is no doubt that the 
situation will improve ttith the 
positive response of the peo- 
ple toward the new govern- 
ment's reconciliation moves. 

The saner elements in the 
country have a role to play al 
this critical moment The lea- 
ders of public opinion, reli- 
gious leaders and politicians 
should now come forward to 
help their government pull the 
country out of the woods. 


Thawing out detente

MOSCOW — 

After months of damaging 
turmoil and tension that bad 
some speaking of a resumption 
of the Cold War, the volatile 
Soviet-American relationship 
has now entered a new phase 
of searching once again for the 
dialogue of comity lacking sin- 
ce President Jimmy Carter took 
office. 

The improved atmosphere, 
the result of a. variety of fac- 
tors ranging from the comple- 
tion of the round of political 
trials here to overt gestures 
of accommodation and care by 
the White House, comes at the 
time of another critical meet- 
ing on strategic arms limitations 
between U .S. Secretary of Slate 
Cyrus Vance and Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 
Although' the new thread in 
the tangled relationship is fra- 
gile, it may have a positive 
effect on the outcome of those* 
sessions. 

The present state of rela- 
tions is in marked contrast to 
two months ago, when Vanct- 
and Gromyko met iif Geneva 
the same week as the’ trials of 
dissident leaders Anatoli Sheba- 
nmsky and Alexander Ginz- 
burg. The fact that the trials 
had been scheduled for that 
moment by the Soviet autho- 
rities — and no one here dou- 
bts the decision came from the 
.highest levels of the opaque 
leadership — was interpreted 
as a direct personal rebuke to 
Carter for his human rights 
advocacy. 

Undeniably, a major factor 
in the present calm is simply the 


passage of time, which has 
earned the trials into the past. 

Vance at the time said the 
trials would not deter the two 
countries from seeking a new 
agreement on limiting their 
strategic nuclear arsenals, de- 
claring that the SALT relation- 
ship was too important to be 
affected by other issues bet- 
ween the countries. 

Tbe Soviets have said much 
tbe same thing, but it is seen 
as significant here that the 
White House has now taken 
special pains to ensure that 
Gromyko faces no affront 
while he is in tbe U.S. which' 
could cloud the atmosphere at 
the talks. Toward that end, the 
executive branch earlier this 
hum th asked for and received a 
postponement until Sept 27 of 
the txjpj of two Soviets accused 
of naval espionage. Tbe case 
was to hav$. been heard in a 
blew Jersey court beginning' 
Apt- 12. 

For its part .the Kremlin 
made what is interpreted here 
as a gesture of its own, how- 
ever antagonistic it may seem, 
when a Moscow city court 
handed down a suspended sen- 
tence against American busi- 
|nessman Francis Crawford, 
Sept 14. The sentence allowed 
Crawford to leave the Soviet 
Union, which had been the 
fU.5. goal from tbe moment of 
his arrest on blackmarket- cur- 
rency allegations June 12 in 
what was widely seen a« Soviet 
’retaliation for the UJ5. jailing 
of the two accused spies. That 
action by U.S. Justice Depart-! 
meat was itself a departure’ 
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from the customary quiet ex- 
pulsion by the governments of 
each other's accused spies. 

Other White House moves in 
recent weeks seem to have 
eased the atmosphere, although 
the Soviet press never misses 
an opportunity to criticize the 
US- deride its economic prob- 
lems. and portray American 
society as unremittingly rapa- 
cious and venal. 

Carter's decision to allow the 
sale of advanced oilfield tech- 
nology and equipment to. the 
Soviets may have been based 
more on questions of good 
business (the Russians bad 
made it very dear they intend-' 
ed to buy similar equipment 
from European competitors) 
but the decision surely softened 
the administration's image in 
Soviet eyes, easing for them as 
.it did the practical effects of 
the' angry American response to 
the trials of Shcharansky, Ginz- 
burg and Dr. Yuri Orlov. 

Carter also lifted his ban on 
visits here of top administia’ 
lion officials, imposed as a 
response to the trials, to send 
U.S. arms negotiator Pad 
Warake here two weeks ago for - 
what is thought to have been 
* ‘preview of some changed 
America n SALT proposals.

Arab history 


“EBstoiy of the Arabs.” 
By PfaSp K. HittL Tenth 
Edition, 1977. St Marttn’s 
Fnm New York,

Jeddah — Professor Philip 
K. Hitti is the Arab historian 


most widely read in the West 
Hitti has produced, six impor- 
tant contributions to the sub- 
ject, including definitive works 
on Lebanon and Syria. Hitti ’s 
most important work, “History 
of the Arabs," first published 
in 1937, was to be, as he wrote' 
in the preface to the first edi- 
tion, “a modest attempt to tell 
the story of the Arabians and 
the Arabic speaking peoples 
from the earliest times to the 
Ottoman conquest of the early 
sixteenth century. .. .designed 
to meet the needs of the stu- 
dent 5 as well as of the cultivated 
layman." It appeared origin aiiy 
as material for the use of gra- 
duate students, so the arrange- 
ment and treatment of the 
materials is both scholarly and 
accessible. 


Hitti is a Lebanese who has 
lived mostly in the United 
States since 1913. He was, until 
1954, professor of Semitic lite- 
rature and chairman of the De- 
partment of Oriental Languages 
at Princeton University. He 
has been active in a variety of 
ways in forwarding the cultu- 
ral and political aspirations of 
the Arabs and in explaining 
these to a very wide public. In 
the United States, he has been 
the principal champion of Arab 
history and Arab nationalism. 


Abbreviated history 
Professor Cantwell Smith of 
Princeton comments on the fact 
that the first four editions of 
Hitti’s book — that is, those 
published up to 1948 — earned 
the story of the Arabs only so 
far as 1517. and that subsequent 
editions treat later develop- 
ments only very briefly. He 
sees in This a tendency on _ the 
part of most Arab historians 
to view the decline of the 
Arabs, which permitted the as- 
cendancy of the Ottomans, as 
indeed the end of their story 
as a nation. After this, Arab 
histories tend to treat different 
countries separately. This is 
understandable, perhaps, when 
the main movements of Arab 
history are explained and 
accepted. The modem emergen- 
ce of the Arabs and the re- 
awakening of the ideals of unity 
and nationhood in the light of 
the new realities of Arab 
power and influence in the 
world will rightly be the con- 
cern of future generations of 
historians when events have 
been fully shaped. 


The first seven chapters of 
Hitti’s book (which, in this edi- 
tion, totals 757 pages) are devo- 
ted to a wonderfully detailed 
knd meticulously documented 
study of the Arabs before Is- 
lam. Hitti makes an immediate 
claim on our interest by as- 
serting that in view of the size 
of Arabia and of the impor- 
tance of the part played by 
the Arab peoples in the evolu- 
tion of world history.* No 

co untr y and no nationality have 

perhaps received so little con- 
sideration and study in modern 
times.*' Of course, this asser- 
tion, valid in the 1930s, has 
now been overtaken by events. 
Recent years have produced a 
plethora of books explaining 
the present dynamic situation 
in the Arab world from _ its 
immediate, turbulent, historical 
origins. 


The Importance of Mecca 
The mercantile history of the 
Arabs of the South and their 
civilization leads- to a conside- 
ration of their language, writ- 
ing and epigraphy. An account 
of the rise and decline of the 
Nabatean culture, centered on 
Petra, with its important sou- 
thern base in Madam Saleh, 
brings the story up to the Hejaz 
at the moment before Islam. 
Hie crucial importance of 
Mecca is stressed and the sig- 
nificance of the northern Ara- 
bic language and its poetry in 
the eventual success of Islam. 


The character of the Bedouin, 
as it is wianifartwH In this poet- 
ry, is beautifully described. 
Hitti makes the telling point 
that “The Bedouin is no gypsy 
roaming aimlessly for' the sake 
of roaming. He represents the 
test adap tation of hum an life, 
to the desert Nomadism is as 
much a scientific mode of liv- 
ing in the Nufud as industria- 
zation is in Detroit or Man- 
chester." The religion of the 
Meccans before Islam is ex- 
plained and the reader cun now 
clearly appreciate the enormous 
impact made upon his people 
by Prophet Muhammad. Maps 
and pictures are used to point 
up the themes. A more inte- 
resting. succinct and informa- 
tive history of the prt-lslamic 
Arabs could hardly be found. 

A brief study of Prophet 
Muhammad and the early days 
of Islam follows. Next is an 
important chapter on the Holy 
Koran, which Hitti describes as 
“a book still consid ered b y one 
eighth of mankind- as the em- 
bodiment of aU science, wisdom 
and theology."' He points out 
that the Holy Koran-V fte first 
model of the purest' Arabic 
prose, one “which every con- 
servative Arabic writer of today 
consciously strives to imitate." 
Islam itself is treated In some 
detail. Its dogmas, beliefs and 
practices are described arid 
cross references are given to 
the Koranic Suras.. 
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Arab Spain 

The next section of the book 
describes the history of the 
Arabs in Europe, especially in 
Spain, where the intellectuals 
of Cordoba “formed the last 
and strongest link in the chain 
which transmitted Greek phi- 
losophy adding their own 

contribution especially in re- 
conciling faith and reason, -re- 
ligion and science." The space 
which -Hitti devotes to this’ 
flowering of culture in Andalos 
dearly indicates his own posi- 
tion about the significance of 
the Arab intellect as a factor 
in world history. In a smaller 
way, Sicily is also cited as a 
transmitter of Arab culture. 


Muslim dynasties which sprang, 
from it now comes to an end. 

In material added to more 
recent editions of his work, 
Hitti briefly outlines the evo- 
lution of Arab nationalis m , in- 
dependence movements and the 
modem impact of tjbe West. 
He concludes, “The Arabic 
speaking peoples have taken 
tbeir place among the awaken- 
ed, forward marching, indepen- 
dent nations of the modem 
world. With their rich heritage 
and unma tched natural resour- 
ce of oil, they should be able 
to make a significant contribu- 
tion to the material and^spiri- 
tual progress of mankind."

LONDON — On the night 
of July 2 , a- transport plane 
landed in the small hours 
of the morning at Victoria, 
the village capital of the mi- 
niscule Seychelles Republic. 

On board were no less than 
18 tons of small arms for the 
world's tiniest nation. The 
package, delivered out of 
sight of the 59,226 Seychellois, 
was big enough to provide 
one able bodied male in four 
with an AK-47 Kalashnikov 
automatic rifle. 

The officials who collected 
the secret shipment, however, 
almost surely limited the dis- 
tribution to the brand new ■ 
Seychelles Liberation Army, a 
force estimated at only 100 to 
400. There is also a brand 
new People's Militia on the 
arcbipelego. But its devotion 
to the equally brand new pre^ 
sident. France-Albert Rene, is 
not yet certain. 

This incident, related by an 
unimpeachable source, is one 
illustration of the remarkable 
transformation that Rene has 
effected In what had teen one 
of the world’s most relaxed 
members of the United Na- 
tions. Before Rene seized 
power, “security” consisted of 
several score police. armed 
with batons and old rifles 
safely locked in a shed. 

Apart from the tuna that swim 
around the 86 coral reefs of 
the Seychelles, the place is of 
monumental economic insigni- 
ficance. But the islands do 


He off East Africa in the In- 
dian Ocean, and those waters 
have now become another 
competitive focal zone bet- 

ween the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 

For the first year of its in- 
dependence from Britain, the 
Seychelles were ruled. largely 
in absentia, by James Man- 
cham. He is a playboy poet 
Lud politician. 

While Mancham was in 
London in June, 1977. Rene, 
his partner in an elected coa- 
lition, took power with 60 
armed men. Their guns, supp- 
lied from Tanzania, were the 
first seen by most Seychellois. 
The three persons they killed 
and a fourth who has "dis- 
appeared" were the new coun- 
try's first political victims.

keep what the U.S- Air Force 
describes as a satellite track- 
ing station on the main is- 
land of Mahe, Rene, in fact, 
did throw out a couple of the 
station's U.S. civilians last 
May. claiming they had been 
plotting with Mancham. But 
Rene has made clear that the 
installation itself can remain 
forever. 

“When you get down to 
bedrock ” one Western diplo- 
mat explained, “the chap 
seems to be all right" 

Rene, who came here direct 
from anoLher official visit to 
Paris, was in town largely to 
shake loose some of the 
money Britain has promised 
the Seychelles. On promised 
dence in 1976, London gave 
the place a loan- on easy terras 
of 10 million pounds or 
about SI 9.5 million S3 30 for 
every man. woman and child. 

Rene has been able to 
dream up projects using half 
this sum and wants approval 
for new ones, releasing more. 

Why he has been filling 
his largely unpopulated islands 
with weapons baffles diplo-' 
mats. One explains, however, 
“He has an obsessive fear of 
a counter- coup by Mancham." 

So far, intelligence in Lon- 
don and Washington has de- 
tected no evidence that Man- 
cham has made any plans - to 
do to Rene what Rene did to 
him.

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Egypt ’s Suez Canal boks for a future of peace and prosperity 


Expansion project

, 1SMAIL1A, — Something 
pfea&antly surprising is happen* 
fog in the Suez Canal. A SI -2 
billion expansion project that 
will dredge up more earth than 
& contained by Egypt's As- 
wan High Dam is forging 
ahead on schedule, on cost

Suez Canal expansion stands 
oat as a singular exception. 

And a welcome one. since 
cpmpletion of the project in 
1380 will mean that the canal 
vpU double its revenues from

TEs added income is essen- 
tial to help Egypt out of what 
President Anwar Sadat calls 
its present “'bottleneck” a 
euphemism for hard times. 
And its atttraction is that ca- 
nal tolls are paid in hard cur- 
rency in dependable daily 
amounts as the ships go by, 
not in lump sums spaced far 
apart. 

‘The canal expansion pro- 
ject is going very well," says 
Suez Canal Authority chair- 
man Mashour Ahmad Mas- 
hour, adding that it is expect- 
ed to cost as much as plann- 
ed Mashour became ’ cacai 
hoes In 1965, saw it closed by 
the June 1967 war and super- 
vised its reopening in 1975. 

At present, the 161 kilome- 


ter *»anai has a depth of 38 
feet. This means it can take 
Tn^Hyi oil tanke rs of 80,000 
tons and ships in ballast up to 
about 100,000 tons. The ex- 
pp/Vr ion project aims at dee- 
pening the canal to 53 feet, 
which it will be able to

At that time, the canal could 
accommodate 75 per cent of the 
world's tanker fleet, and it is 
in oil tankers that protits he. 
But while the canal was clos- 
ed, supertankers came into 
being and the behemoths could 
not get through the canal when 
it reopened. 

As a result, the canal can 
now accommodate only one 
quarter of the world oil tan- 
ker fleet, when the ships are 
loaded. Making it suitable for 
ISO/XXHon loaded tankers 
means it will be able to t ake 
half the world’s fleet by 1980. 

As it's being deepened, the 
.canal also is being 'Widened, 
•and along three sections will 
have a second branch that will 
make two-way traffic possible. 

“We are working 24 hours 
a day without interrupting ca- 


nal traffic," said Issamuddin 
Ali, head of the canal projects 
: department. Traffic plans call 
for averages of 60 ships a day 
in both directions. 

Firms from Japan, Italy, 
France and a consortium of 
European countries, plus the 
canal authority itself, are at 
work, using 42 dredgers and 
a work force of 2JX)0 people. 
All said.

Because much of the present 
work is carried out with the 
second stage in mind, Mashour 
said further expansion will cost 
only about $500 million. It 
will take up to three years, 
compared to the five years for 
the present stage. — CAP! 


JLSMAIUA— Peace with Is-

Reform for the 
commodities market

. The futures mechanism was 
i-> originally established to s labi- 
alize commodity prices. This 
f&jsic function of stabilizing by 
insuring — that is, transferr- 
mg the risk of price movement 
from producer or hedger to 
speculator — still provides the 
primary economic justification 
for the market’s existence. 
However, as any casual obser- 
ver may notice, futures trad- 
ing no longer seems to be able 
to perform this function. This 
is partly because many of the 
imp ortant markets are too 
“thin” — that is, there is not 
enough small trader volume to 
offset the effect of one large- 
trader. Thus, many markets 
are sensitive to a “relatively 
large block trade,” such as the 
Soviet Unions buying Ame- 
rican wheat 

Morever, a thin market .that 
is sensitive to honest trading 
by a laree concern is doubly. 
- . vulnerable to an illegal corner. 
“Cornering has been around as 


long as commodities have, and 
carriers have been attempted 
in the Holland tulip market 
centuries ago, in the 19th cen- 
tury gold market, and in things 
as seemingly uncontro versial as 
Maine potatoes in 1976.‘ While 
manipulation of this kind di- 
rectly hurts other players of 
the market, it indirectly hurts 
the consumers of the end pro- 
ducts of the market — all that 
corn, plywood, and copper — 
a group that includes, quite li- 
terally, everyone. 

Because of recent scandals 
where tens of thousands of 
small investors were defrauded. 
Congress in 1974 attempted to 
regulate futures more closely 
by creating the Commodities 
Futures Trading Commission. 
The CFTC, an independent 
commission, has unfortunately 
become almost as scandalous 
as the markets that it was 
created to regulate. 

UiS. Senator Thomas Eagle- 
ton (D- Missouri) s umm ed it up 
by saying of the CFTC: “The 
agency is one of toe most scre- 
wed-up in the whole federal 
government,” which is certainly 
saying something. Chairman 
Wflbam Bagley has personally 
come under fine, and general 
charges of ineptitude from the 
UJS. General Accounting Office 
and others are supported, for 
example, by the CFTC’s fai- 
lure to close down a phony 
Boston-based options company 
for more than a year. Accord- 
ing to an irate Massachusetts 
official, tbe delay cost the pub- 
lic $25 minion. 

Congress is now considering 
whether or not to continue the 
agency. And, not surprisingly, 
the industry that once fought 
the establishment of the CFTC 
as unn ecessary has of late be- 
come its champion, perhaps 
because the industry feels that 
the CFTC’s regulation is only 
slightly different from no regu- 
lation at .all. Changes in the 
agency, discussed in the cour- 
se of toe congressional debate, 
include making toe CFTC a 
division of the U.S. Securities 
and Ex chang e Commission. 
Given the established record, 
the aggressive posture and the 
acknowledged clout of the 
SEC, it might be a good idea. 

Whatever the mechanism by 
which the problems are solved, 
the new regulator should strive 
to make futures less shocking, 
both, by controlling toe exces- 
ses erf the market and by edu- 
cating the public to its uses 
and significance. 

Since a dean**' more visi- 
ble market may result in more 
stable and rational consumer 
prices, any effort to reform 
regulation would seem well 
worth the trouble. — (NYT)

A musician with a one -note repertoire

SAN DIEGO, California — Charlie Marsh’s musical re- 
pertoire consists of just one note — a basic cannon Mast. 

Most musicians carry their instruments in cases. Marsh 
hauls his in a trailer. Before a performance, most musicians 
will pbty a few. measures on their instruments. Marsh is busy 
loading his. 

Few compositions are scored for cannon, so there aren't 
many cannon players. That is why Marsh is in demand for 
performances of Beethoven’s “Wellington’s Victory” or 
Tchaikovsky’s “The 1812 Overture.” 

That was the case recently when the San Diego Sym- 
phony performed Tchaikovdcy’s composition, under the baton 
of guest conductor An^re Kostalanetz. 

“The 1812 Overture” is scored for 16 cannon blasts. 
Kostelanetz ljtes to add a 17 to at the end of toe piece to 
serve as a sort of exclamation point. 

Marsh is not a musician by profession and admits he is 
self-taught cannon player since no’ schools offer formal mu- 
sical instruction in cannon. 

Marsh, 62, a retired marketing executive for several elec- 
tronic firms, has a background in electrical engineering. His 
hobby is reconditioning antique pistols (he has more than 
100) and collecting authentic U.S. Civil War cannons (he has 
three). 

He got into the cannon-firing business during Fourth of 
July celebrations years ago, he said, and performed In his first 
concert in 1968 in Philadelphia. 

Now, he said, there are two or three other owners, of 
Civil War cannon or— as in the case of conductor Arthur 
Fiedler in Boston — modern National Guard equipment to pro- 
vide tbe cannon blasts. ) 

Since during the performance of "The 1812 Overture” a 
cannon can be fired only once (“There's no time to reload”). 
Marsh, will use his three civil war cannon, a three-quarter- 
size replica and 13 mortars. 

“The first 13 blasts will be from toe mortars, with sim- 
ply a flame-and smoke charge in the cannon being set off 
to provide the visual effect,” Marsh said.

which today’s romantic rela- 
tionships break up. * 

Few disagree that the state 
of affairs between men and 
women gives Meeker a lot of 
material to work with. But be 
finds considerable resistance 
when he insists that such emo- 
tional encounters can be mea- 
sured scientifically. 

And he admits that many of 
his students take umbrage at' 
his contention that rom antic 
love lasts no longer than a 
few months. 

Meeker, who has been mar- 
ried 25 years, thinks toe no- 
tion of a long-term relalionr 
ship built upon romance is a 
farce. 

People who disagree “are 
footing themselves,” he said. 

A wave of psychologists has 
delved into the way people 
fall in love and marry, but 
Meeker believes he is pursu- 
ing an overlooked aspect bj 
studying how breakups among 
unmar ried people OCCUT. 


This spring, he jfablished a 
study of 105 students who had. 
recently ended romantic rela- 
tionships. The conclusions 
were less significant titan 
Meeker’s overall goal: to da; 1 
velop scientific variables lhai 
can be used to measure how 
couples faff apart 

Hie said that a 15173 study 
of dating couples by another 
American researcher found 
that 45 percent of them end- 
ed their relationship — fell 
“out of love” — rather than 
marrying or entering some 
kind of semipermanent arran- 
. gum Gut. 

Meeker has several ques- 
tions about relationships that 
have failed. What was the 
level of emotional involve- 
ment of the partner who ini- 
tiated the breakup, versus the 
level of the partner who was 
“dumped”? Wfaat kind of guilt: 
feelings followed the breakup? 
Did the experience mnir» ei- 
ther partner gun-shy about a 
new romance? Would either 
of thorn seek a less intone 
relationship, the next time? 
Does one's sex dictate his or 
her role in the breakup? 

He says those questions 
have to be answered so peo- 
ple who fall in and out erf 
love can make more intelli- 
gent decisions, 

“There are commonalties in 
this (breakup) experience; it is 
not a one-time thing,” he said; 
“It may happen again, so yon 
can leam from it JEt doesn't 
have to be a devastating thing, 
and people can get over- it.” 
He says his research and 
personal experience have con- 
vinced him that “the half-fife 
of romantic love is probably, 


90 days — at that time, you 
only have half tbe amount of 
romance you did when you 
started out.” 

Beyond that period, “If you 
don’t develop a better ban 
than romantic love, the rela- 
tionship will probably end:” 

The students he mterviewed 
in the study said their roman- 
tic relationshi p s had lasted an 
i average of 15 months, bat 
Meeker feels “the tiring ■ is 
deteriorating long before that; 
People hang on, just for the 
sake of form.” 

An important theory that 
.has yet to be adequately pro- 
ven revolves around the ba- 
lance of, power in a relation- 
ship. Meeker says. It holds 
that tbe partner who is leas 
involved is tfae one who is 
able to set the terms of tfae 
relationship. 

If that theory is accep ted, 
it spells a vulnerability for the 
more romantic of the two per- 
sons, it encourages men and 
women to limit their romantic 
involvement in a relationship 
in order to have emotional 
control. 

But that is a point of view 
obviously lost on the subjects 
of Meeker’s survey. When 
these victims of broken a ffi til * 
were asked about future rela- 
tionships. 87 percent said tint 
they expected the intensity of 
their next romance to bo 
equal or greater than the past 
one.

Bridge Is basically a logical 
game. True, you have streaks 
of good or bad luck from time 
to time — depending mostly on 
the good or bad cards you or 
your partner bold — but in the 
long run the luck evens out 
and tbe ability to reason wefl 
becomes the decisive factor. 

Here b a good example of 
sound reasoning in both tbe 
bidding and play. South bids 
six hearts practically single- 
handed, even though be real- 
izes that his partner may show 


up with a worthless hand and 
the slam will go down one. 

Yet South should assume 
that be is a strong favorite to 
make the slam. There arc 
many more bands North can 
have that wi2 produce twelve 
tricks than there are that will 
produce only eleven tricks. 
For example. North may eas- 
ily have either (be queen of 
hearts or queen of clubs, or a 
singleton or doobieton dub, ib- 
four or five low hearts — and 
Sooth would surely want to be 
in a slam in all those cases. Be 
therefore bids tbe slam, even 
though he would not bet the old 
family homestead on making 
it. 

Sooth also plays the hand 
with great assurance. He wins 
the club lead with tbe king 
and, let's say, plays tbe ace of 
trumps, both defenders follow- 
ing tow. Now South does not 
make Inc mistake of en flm - 
acts with the king of trumps. 
IT be did that he would go down 
one, eventually losing a trump 
trick and a dub tnck. 

So. at trick three. South 
cashes the ace of 
and follows this by leading the 
jack of trumps! this unusual 
play guarantees the contract 
10B per cent. The defense can 
do no better than win the jack 
of hearts with the queen, and 
that allows declarer to enter 
dummy with a low trump to 
the eight and discard his club 
loser on the king of diamond*

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Poison umbrella 
links attacks on 
Sofia defectors 


LONDON, Sept. 29 <R) — 
Police investigating the bizarre 
murder of a Bulgarian defec- 
tor said Friday he may have 
‘been killed -by a minute poison- 
ed ball smaller than a pinhead. 

Before he died, Georgi Mar- 
kov, a 49 -year -old broadcaster 
and playwright, claimed he had 
been stabbed with the poison- 
ed tip of an umbrella on a 
London street. At the time his 
story was treated with near- 
incredulity. 

Friday detectives acknowled- 
ged it may well have been true 
and appealed for international 
cooperation in one of the 
strangest murder hunts in Bri- 
tish history. 

They said there was a defi- 
nite link between Markov's 
death on Sept 11 ad the case 
of another Bulgarian emigre. 
Paris-based journalist Vladimir 
Rostov. 

Rostov has said he was the 
target of an assassination at- 
tempt and was hit in the back 

Shah’s envoy 
visits Amman 
seeking Sadr 

TEHRAN', Sept. 29 (API — 
The Iranian Foreign Ministry 
said Friday the Shah of Iran 
has sent a special envoy to 
Jordan to seek King Hussein's 
assistance in locating Imam 
Sadr, the missing Shiite leader.
